EDITOR’S NOTE 


The College English Association notes 
with regret that at its Annual Meeting in 
Chicago last October the College Entrance 
Examination Board members voted to 
drop the Writing Sample from its offer- 
ings in the 1967-68 academic year. This 
action was reported in College Board 
News of December 1967. 


CEA members will recall that the na- 
tional CEA Committee on Composition 
Standards in the late 1950’s was ex- 
tremely active in bringing pressure to bear 
for the inclusion of the Writing Sample 
in the College Board’s battery of tests. 
The dropping of this part of the entrance 
examinations is another victory for the 
machine-scored type of tests. 


In 1967-68, ninety-two colleges either 
required the Sample, recommended it, or 
accepted it in lieu of an Achievement 
Test from an estimated 110,000 candi- 
dates. Such use of the Test would seem 
sufficient to keep it within the offerings 
available, but opposition to a Writing 
Sample has been constant, especially 
from Educational Testing Service, which 
prepares the tests for the College Entrance 
Examination Board.

The poetry of the Renaissance occupies 
Don Cameron Allen in the new and en- 
larged edition of Image and Meaning: 
Metaphoric Traditions in Renaissance 
Poetry (Johns Hopkins Press, 1968, 248 
pp., $6.95). One would have to look far, 
and even then one would not be likely 
to find a more informed (or more delight- 
ful) collection of explications of poems 
from Spenser to Vaughan. By utilizing 
earlier poetry as explanatory material, 
Professor Allen throws much light upon 
“Muiopotmos,” “Venus and Adonis,” The 
Tempest, Herbert’s “The Rose,” and 
many others. From time to time a schol- 
arly book will be great fun for its readers. 
Take the hint. 

5. In simple, forthright language, free- 
lancer Max Gunther shares his formulae 
for success in Writing the Magazine 
Article (The Writer, 1968, 185 pp, 
$5.95), a chatty, practical how-to-do-it 
book that may precipitate students (or 
their teachers) into the cash money that 
many periodicals are said to offer for 
printable pieces. All the expected ele- 
ments—the lead, the transition, the title, 
the ending—come in for discussion. But 
particular fascination accompanies Mr. 
Gunther’s sampling of the use of anec- 
dotes and specific examples. In a piece 
called “How to Smell Good and Influence 
Girls,” a brand of men’s cologne is in- 
vested (by a combination of rumor and 
folklore) with such power that a single 
whiff of it “in a woman’s nostrils would 
kill chastity on the spot.” “What aphro- 
disiac do you use?” wrote one girl to the 
manufacturer. “Every time my boyfriend 
wears it, I practically attack him!” And 
another girl, a highschooler, blamed her 
pregnancy on the aroma: “It was his 
cologne! It had an aphrodisiac in it! He 
tricked me!” Live and learn.
